The New Jersey Meadowlands Commission is the zoning and regulatory agency for the 
32-square-area along the Hackensack River which covers 14 municipalities in Bergen 
and Hudson Counties. Created by an act of State Legislature in 1969, the NJMC is 
charged with the mandates of environmental protection, economic development and solid 
waste management. The towns in the Meadowlands District are Carlstadt, East 
Rutherford, Little Ferry, Lyndhurst, Moonachie, North Arlington, Ridgefield, Rutherford, 
South Hackensack, Teterboro, Jersey City, Kearny, North Bergen and Secaucus. 
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
